THIS IS a fair statement of what 


happened It will be recalled that 
the president of the United States 
undertook at Yalta to get Chiang 
to reach an agreement with Soviet

Had Chiang rejected Roosevelt's 


proposals 
he would have faced

and Stalin His peril was so gieat 
that he had no alternative but to 
agree to the Soong-MolotoV treaty

' Certainly, it is infinitely less 


than the price of Man-huna whicn 
the United States gave way to 
Russia with consequences which 
cannot be expressed in terms of 
dollars and cents

child standing between a friendly 
relative and an unfriendly step 
mother while they qjarrel about
